Board of Health yesterday—Mr. H. M 
Dardis, chairman, presiding—Mr. John A. 
Flynn, chief veterinary inspector, in his 
report, stated that, having carefully con- 
sidered the proposal to introduce a scheme 
for the eradication of bovine tuberculosis, he 
concluded that without further legislation 
very little headway could be made. Unless 
there was State control of tuberculin tested 
herds, method of production, and sale of 
milk, it was difficult to induce owners 
to embark on any scheme of eradication 
of tuberculosis or improved methods cf 
handling of milk. 

Strong representations should be made by 
the Board to the Government with a view 
to having the necessary legislation intro- 
duced at the earliest possible date for the 
protection of the public from misrepresenta- 
tion, and the protection of genuine“ herd- 
owners in their endeavours to produce a high- 
grade article. The only herds under control 
were those owned by persons contracting 
with public bedies for the supply of tubercle- 
free milk under the free milk scheme. 

The report was adopted, with a recom- 
mendation that representations be made to 
the rtment of Local Government and 
Public Health to expedite the milk legisla- 
tion, as previously recommended by Dr. 
Harbison, County Medical Officer of Health. 

. J. H.. Harbison,.County Medical Officer 
of Health, reported that during the month 
ten cases of diphtheria, one scarlet fever, 
and one enteric had been reported. No case
